the same ticket, while the other candidates 
are independents. 

Geary, chairman of the Lake County 
Finance and Administration Committee, has 
been a member of the county board for more 
than 20 years. He has also been supervisor of 
Avon Twp. for 23 years. 

Geary's two main competitors to date 
seem to be Anderson and Kiesgen. Anderson 
has received endorsements from precinct 
committeemen in all four townships. 

Kiesgen, on the other hand, has the 
backing of the powerful "Kiesgen clan" in 
Grant Twp., while Mestan's "claim to fame" 
is making the Waltonlan Restaurant in Fox 
Lake a success. 

Toboiik and Edwards are the longshots in 
this election, as they have been termed as the 
"Laurel ami Hardy" of Dist. 4. 

Both seats are four-year terms, with the 
two winners joining Jim Fields (Antioch 
Two.) and Fred Popp (Lake Villa Twp.) as 
Dist. 4 representatives on the county board. 

In another hotly-contested race, Donna- 
Mae Litwiler, currently a Dist. 4 represen- 
tee on the county board, will be running 
against Wauconda Village Clerk Venita Mc- 
Connel for the right to face incumbent 
Democrat Linda Hess in November for the 
Lake County Clerk's position. 

Litwiler has the support of Lake County 
Sheriff Robert "Mickey" Babcox, while Mc- 
Connel is running as an independent 
Republican. 

The county GOP organization has rated 
both women "qualified." 

Polls are open March 18 from 6 a.m. until 7 
p.m. There are uncontested offices on both 
sides of the ballot and only Democratic con- 
tests are at the state level.

Tomaschtik Makes Plan 
For Sumrner Programs

With spring just around the comer, it will 

soon be time to make plans for the summer. 

For Glenda Tomaschtik, Antioch's Director 

of Parks and Recreation, these plans have 

already been made. 

The cornerstone of the park's programs 
this year will be the summer camp program 
as it has been for the past eight years. As a 
single parent and working . mother, 
Tomaschtik knows how important a program 
like this can be for local parents who need a 
place for their children to go during the sum- 
mer months when school is out. 

The program is centered around the An- 
tioch Scout House where kids have easy ac- 
cess to the park pool as well as the park's 
other activities. Camp counselors are on 
hand to make sure the children make it to 
any activities they have signed up for in- 
cluding T-ball, swimming lessons, and gym- 
nastics. 

"The camp should be a sort of 'home away 
from home' for kids on summer vacation," 
explained Tomaschtik. 

Besides having access to both indoor and 
outdoor games, Tomaschtik said that she 
will also plan weekly field trips to local 
places such as the police station fire depart- 
ment, post office, library, or veterinarian's 
office. 

"I try to provide an opportunity for the 
kids to get to know their, village." said 
Tomaschtik. 

The camp begins June 9 and will run until 
school begins again at the end of August. It is 
open to children aged 3-12. The hours of the 
camp are 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. Monday- thru 
Friday, The fee for the program is $45 per 
week for pool members and $60 for non-pool 
members. On a daily basis the rate is $2 an 
hour for pool members as well as $3 for non- 
members. These fees are for one child. For 
families with more than one child there is a 
20 percent discount for each additional child. 

As usual the pool will open on memorial 



day weekend. Regular pool hours will be 
from 1-10 p.m. The pool will be open from 8 
a.m. to 1 p.m., but only for swim team prac- 
tice and swimming lessons. 

The first session of swimming lessons 
begin on June 16 and end on June 27. Lessons 
continue in two week sessions through July 
with the exception of the week of In- 
dependence Day. Fees for a two week session 
are $15 a piece for pool members and $25 a 
week for non-members. Pool memberships 
for a family of four cost $60 for those living 
within Antioch Township, and $85 for those 
living outside the township. Families that 
have more than four people must pay an ex- 
tra $5 for each additional person. Single rates 
are $25 for township residents and $35 for 
non-residents. 

Tomaschtik will also be respond tie for An- 
tioch's Fourth of July celebratii : his year. 
Since 1979 when the Miss Antioch Pageant 
was held dining this holiday the Fourth of 
July festivities have expanded every year. 

Besides the pageant this year's activities 
will also include a parade, fireworks display, 
Uve music, and fire department water fights, 
water fights. 

A committee will soon be formed for the 
Miss Antioch Pageant and Tomaschtik said 
that contestants can sign up during regular 
hours at her office in the village municipal 
building. Deadline for sign-up is June 25. 

Besides the other regular park programs 
such as aerobics, baton twirling, tumbling, 
gymnastic, and T-ball, Tomaschtik said that 
she is also planning an Antioch Foot Race 
and a tennis program for this year, although 
she has yet to work out the details for these 
two programs. Tomaschtik said that the 
biggest problem she was having with the ten- 
nis program was finding an instructor. 

Thanks to the efforts of Glenda 
Tomaschtik it looks like Antioch residents 
will see another successful summer for An- 
tioch Parks and Recreation programs.

Hear Testimony On

The Lake County School Reorganization 
Committee presided over a brief and 
somewhat subdued reorganization hearing 
held at the Antioch Community High School 
on March 10.

James Thompson may have been the reason 
for the hearing being so brief. The main 
provision of the bill stated that while 
reorganization committees were still 
required to hold public hearings, they were 
no longer required to submitt some form of 
reorganization plan. 

Although about SO people attended the 
hearing, only two had signed up to testify by 
the time the committee members took their 
seats. Committee chairman Bill Thompson, 
urged others in ! the audience to sign in for 
testimony. 

"We didn't come to speak we came to 
listen, so if you came for the show, it is'nt 
going to be what you think it will be," said 
Thompson. No one else in attendance signed 
up to testify. 

The first to testify was Alice Gantar, 
President of the Emmons School District 33 
Board of Education. Gantar said that after 



prolunities larger school districts can offer,- 
but our district can offer the same op- 
protunities," explained Gantar.

With few exceptions, notably Waukegan, 
North Chicago and Highland Park, the Mar- 
ch 18 primary election will be a Republican 
exercise in Lake County. 

Even then, with the exception of com- 
petition for County Board nominations, the 
local Republican ticket will. offer it's party 
members a choice for only county clerk and 
regional superintendent of schools besides 
one state senatorial district. AH the other 
GOP offices are unopposed other than state 
level. 

The 1986 Republican primary is quite a 
turn around from a party that used to pride 
itself on lively, open, invigorating primaries. 
With Sheriff Robert "Mickey" Babcox 
throwing around his considerable weight as 
to who gets supported there even is a minor 
issue of bossism astir, an issue that could be 
fanned into major proportions when general 
electioneering begins. 

What has happened is that two GOP 
kingpins, the sheriff and County Chairman 
Robert "Bob" Neal, have taken unto them- 
selves the decision making process, to a 
large extent, of who runs and who doesn't. 
Republican apsirants these days, more often 
than not, don't make up their minds about 
running. They check with Mickey or Bob. 

County Board Rep. Donna-Mae Nix Lit- 
wiler, a former aide of Babcox when he was 
coroner, virtually was hand-picked by the 
sheriff to run for county clerk. Neal has been 
wheeling and dealing County Board can- 
didates. At one time there was wonderment 
whether the sheriff and county chairman 
might be on a collision course, but not any 
more now that Neal turns up as honorary 
chairman of Babcox's big $100 a plate fund 
raising shindig. 

A majority of the county officials and at 
least two members of the Lake County 
Springfield delegation have joined the sheriff 
in lock step to back Litwiler's bid. Refusing 
to bow to Sheriff Babcox's bidding were 



County School Supt. William Thompson, who 
is retiring, and Recorder Frank Nustra, dean 
of county office holders. 

Village Clerk Venita McConnel of Waucon- 
da chose to "go it alone" as a GOP primary 
aspirant for county clerk, engendering the 
scorn of the sheriff and his followers. Even 
as she fights an uphill battle for the 
nomination, McConnel represents the glim- 
mering hope for future open GOP primaries 
in Lake County. If McConnel falls before the 
forces of the sheriff's office, there is reason 
to believe that open primaries in Lake Coun- 
ty will be a memory and nothing more. 

The Lake County Democratic party, what 
there is of it, doesn't hold primary elections 
anymore. The Republicans, for various 
reasons, appear to be heading in the same 
direction. The absence primary campaigns 
doesn't bode well for good government. 
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Tops In Attendance 



In a rapidly urbanizing locality like the 
Lakeland area, it is notable that two of the 
stale's top three state parks in attendance 
are located in Lake County. 

Illinois Beach State Park, Zion, topped the 
seven Illinois sites recording more than a 
million visitors last year with 2,045,764. Next 
was Kankakee River Slate Park, near 
Kankakee, with 1,460,052 in attendance, and 
Chain O' Lakes State Park, in the nor- 
thwestern corner of Lake County, was third 
with 1,455,361 visitors. 

Obviously, the atlraction of a remote 
natural area for families to enjoy outdoor 



recreation is secondary to convenience. The 
1985 attendance of 31,972,000 at Illinois state 
parks in 1985 is the strongest possible 
argument in favor of maintaining a strong 
parks system and providing Illinois citizens 
with open space recreation. 

The total was the highest in the past five 
years, continuing an upward trend unin- 
terupted since 1981. 

Among other million-plus sites were Pere 
Marquette, 1,290,475; Starved Rock, 
1,170,192; Giant City, 1,143,159 and Rock Cut, 
1,138,405.

Since Illinois taxpayers have been sending 
$13 billion a year to "the Pentagon while 
receiving only $3 billion in return, it does not 
seem in the best interest of either Lake 
County or Illinois to send a Senator, such as 
Judy Koehler, to Washington who has so 
little concern for our state. 

When I asked George Ranney, a 
Republican candidate for the United States 
Senate, about Fort Sheridan and Great 
Lakes he said, "I am not open-minded on 
these bases, and I do consider them 
"sacrosanct". "They must stay in Lake 
County, It is no secret that Illinois ranks at 
the bottom of the list of states when you look 
at the figures for the Department of Defense 



-expenditures in each state. , Per capita 
spending is about one third, in Illinois ($262) 
per year compared to an average of ($801) 
annually for all 50 states. The Depti of 
Defense spends a mere $3 billion annually in 
Illinois while California receives a whopping 
$37 billion each year.

St. Patrick's Day 
Spurs Stories 
Of Irish Lore

Some interesting sidelights to county 
history will come into focus Monday, March 
17, when Mrs. Jessie O'Grady, 94, and Bob 
O'Farrell, 89, board a colorful surrey "with 
fringe on top" to lead the St. Patrick's Day 
parade* stepping off at 4:30 p.m. in 
Waukegan. 

Before she started raising a family, Mrs. 
O'Grady worked in the office of Cyclone Fen- 
ce, North Chicago. She gained the job on the 
basis of her training at Lake County Business 
College located in downtown Waukegan. 

She had two children, Patricia Margaret 
O'Grady Rudd, who was born on St. 
Patrick's Day, and Edward, who gained 
local fame in later years as the proprietor of 
two Irish pubs, O'Grady's Shamrock Grove, 
Grayslake, and O'Grady's Bit of Ireland, 
Wooster Lake, Ingleside. Now retired, "Ed- 
die O" is chronicling county history-from an 
Irish point of view, of course. 
. Eddie confirmed that the only speech 
Abraham Lincoln ever scheduled in 
Waukegan turned out to be a dud because 
political foes started a big fire on the 
Waukegan lakefront and everyone left to see 
what was happening. The Lincoln yarn was 
related to O'Grady as a youth by Hoopie Wet- 
zel, a member of a founding family, who 
remembered the incident. Hoopie Wetzel 
died at age 101. 

Mrs. O'Grady's partner in the surrey is one 
of the best-known sports personalities Lake 
County ever has produced. 

Waukegan had an exhibition game with the 
Chicago Cubs in 1915. Bob O'Farrell was 16 
years old when the Cubs signed him up after 
the exhibition game and took him to Chicago 
with them. The Cubs sold him to St. Louis. 
Roger Hornsby was the manager of St. 
Louis, Bob caught for St. Louis when they 
beat the New York Yankees in the World 
Series in 1926. Grover Cleveland Alexander 
was the star pitcher of that series. Alexander 
struck out Yankees "Murder Row" Tony 
Lazzari, Lou Gehrig and Babe Ruth, all in a 
row. In the last of the ninth, two men out, 
O'Farrell threw out Babe Ruth trying to steal 
second to end the World Series of 1926. Roger 
Hornsby was fired in 1927. O'Farrell was 
made manager of St. Louis. Bob was fired in 
1928 and then went on to manage three other 
teams in the National League. 

It's no blarney! The Irish always have 
been identified with the colorful parts of the 
county's past.

Election '86 

What Primary Is All About: It's A Party Issue

Lake County voters will 
have an opportunity to help 
nominate state and county 
candidates in the March IB 
primary for the November 
general election. 

If you are a registered 
voter, you have the option to 
request a Republican or 
Democratic primary ballot. 
Election offlcals will record 
your" party preference on 
your voter registration card. 

But nobody can determine 
which candidates you voted 
for in the primary election. 
Your choice of a primary 
ballot does not bind you to 
any political party or can- 
didate in the Nov. 6 general 



election. 

Primary elections are 
where the voters nominate 
the Republican and 
Democratic candidates. The 
November election is a con- 
test between the GOP and 
Democratic nominees for 
state and county offices. 
Traditionally, only one- 
fourth or less of Lake County 
voters participate in 
primary elections conducted 
in off-year or non- 
presidential years. There 
aren't any major statewide 
contests in either party's 
primary this year. 

In Lake County, interest is 
focused on the Republican 
primary. There is. a hotly- 
contested race for the GOP 



nomination for Lake County 
Clerk between Wauconda 
Village Clerk Venita Mc- 
Connel and Dist. 4 County 
Board Rep. Donna-Mae Lit- 
wiler of Ingleside. The GOP 
primary winner will oppose 
Democrat incumbent Linda 
Hess, who is unopposed for 
renomination. 

In addition there are 
heated County Board con- 
tests in four districts bet- 
ween Republican Chairman 
Bob Neal's party regulars 
and the Norm Geary-Jim 
LaBelle GOP faction. In 
December J 964, LaBelle was 
elected County Board chair- 
man over then incumbent 
Glenn Miller by a 13-11 vote 



on the 27th ballot. Eight 
Republicans and five 
Democrats produced 
LaBelle's victory. Eleven 
GOP members supported 
Miller's abortive reelection 
bid. LaBelle's election has 
sharply polarized the county 
board between these two fac- 
tions during the past two 
years. 

Lake County Republican 
Chairman Bob Neal's party 
regulars have targeted Dist. 
1 Representative James Mit- 
chell of Deerfield, Dist. 3 
Representative Jim LaBelle 
of Zion and Dist. 4 Represen- 
tative Norm Geary of 
Grayslake for election 
defeat. The Republican 



organization also wants to 
block the return of Liber- 
ty ville Twp. Supervisor Mike 
Graham to the County Board 
from Dist. 5. Chairman Neal 
wants to elect enough party 
loyalists to the County Board 
to prevent the Democratic 
minority from holding the 
balance-of-power in the 
selection of the chairman 
next December. 



The only Democratic con- 
test generating any interest 
is the County Board race in 
Dist. 2, which encompasses 
South Waukegan and North 
Chicago. Incumbents John 
Balen and Stan Pekol are 
being challenged by can- 



didates being sponsored by 
Republican Waukegan 
Mayor Robert Sabojian and 
Democratic North Chicago 
Mayor Bobby Thompson. 
Lake County Republicans 
would welcome the defeat of 
Balen, who is the leader of 
the Democratic bloc on the 
County Board. There isn't 
much question that the 
primary election will deter- 
mine the dominant group on 
the 24-member Lake County 
Board for the next two years. 
With the exception of Dist. 2, 
most political observers an- 
ticipate a massive 
Democratic crossover vote 
into the Republican primary 
to influence the county clerk 
and County Board races.

5, which includes Libertyville, Vernon 
and Warren Townships. The Republican 
primary is tantamount to the election 
because' the Democrats have failed to field 
any county board candidates in this 
predominantly GOP district 

The contest involves two party regulars, 
two GOP mavericks and an appointed in- 
cumbent. 

1. The party. regulars are represented by 
incumbent Robert Depke of Warren Twp. 
and newcomer Jerome J. Brunette of Liber- 
tyville. Reportedly, Brunette was recruited 
by GOP Lake County Chairman Bob Neal to 
run with Depke. The Depke- Brunette team 
has received the party endorsement in the 
primary election. 

2. The GOP mavericks include Mike 
Graham, Libertyville Twp. Supervisor and a 



Graham has been censured by the party for 
supporting some Democratic candidates in 
the 1962 elections. Graham is a strong en- 
vironmentalist, who has accused Bob Depke 
of being "the James Watt of Lake County." 

3. Incumbent Eugene E. "Gene" Martin 
was appointed to the County Board by Chair- 
man Jim LaBelle last summer when 
Prise ilia Richardson resigned from office. 
Chairman Bob Neal's party organization 
didn't endorse Martin's candidacy because 
of its enmity toward LaBelle. Republican 
Lake County Chairman Bob Neal has been 
hostile to LaBelle because he was elected 
county board chairman two years ago with 
the support of maverick Republican Norm 
Geary of Grayslake and Democrat John 
Balen of Waukegan. Reportedly, Martin has 
the support of Dist. 5 Rep. Andrea Moore of 
Libertyville. 

. The Dist. 5 contest heated up when Don 



Mason was disqualified from the Republican 
primary ballot for sheriff because of 
inadequate signatures on his nomination 
petitions. Mason withdrew from the race, 
which guarantees that Sheriff Robert H. 
"Mickey" Babcox will be unopposed in the 
March 18 GOP primary for renomination to a 
second term. Mason intends to field an in- 
dependent candidacy in the Nov. 6 general 
election. Lake County GOP Chairman Bob 
Neal then claimed that "Mason has no in- 
tegrity or morals." 

Mike Graham has been a longtime critic of 
party leader Bob Neal. On April 26, 1964, 
William Haley of Antioch was convicted of 
smuggling $450,000 worth of marijuana from 
Columbia to Florida. The Haleys are a 
prominent Republican family in Antioch 
Twp. On May 22, 1984, GOP Chairman Bob 
Neal sent a letter to the court requesting a 
lenient sentence for Haley. Neal dispatched 
his Haley letter on official Republican party 
stationery. The court sentenced Haley to 10 



years in prison and fined him $25,000. 

Chairman Neal's leniency appeal for 
Haley's conviction combined with his harsh 
indictment of Mason's candidacy prompted 
Graham to criticize the Lake County GOP 
leader. Mike Graham writes, "The following 
is by no means a defense of Don Mason but a 
glaring example of the pot calling the kettle 
black....! believe your efforts to reduce the 
sentence of an international drug smuggler 
are unforgivable and 100-fold worse than 
anything Mason is accused of doing. And you 
continuously compound it with your arrogan- 
ce of nonrepentence and 'I would do it again' 
altitude ... talking about embarrassing the 
Republican Party. Mason may well destroy 
his own political life, but drug smugglers 
destroy thousands of lives. In the Liber- 
tyville area alone, I can name three young 
men who died due to drugs and a dozen more 
who are walking zombies. These are young 
people in their 20s who will be on some form 
of public aid for the balance of their lives." 



Dist. 4 Candidates Marching Two By Two

County Board Dist 4 includes Antioch, 
Avon, Grant and Lake Villa Twps. in western 
Lake County. It is a predominantly 
Republican area where six GOP candidates 
are campaigning for two positions on the 
county board in the March 18 primary. The 
Republican nomination will be tantamount to 
the election because the Democrats haven't 
fielded only County Board nominees for the 
November contest in Dist. 4. 

Commentary 

There are three sets of GOP aspirants. 
Veteran incumbent Norm Geary of 
Grayslake and political newcomer, Bill 
Mestan of Fox Lake, are running as a team. 
Former County Board chairman, Geary, is 
the only incumbent seeking reelection from 
Dist 4 in this year's election. He is a 
maverick Republican, who has generated op- 
position from the regular GOP organization. 

The party regulars are supporting Avon 
Twp. Highway Commissioner Pat Anderson 
and Charlotte Kiesgan, the wife of the Grant 
Twp. Highway Commissioner. Anderson was 
elected to his office less than a year ago on 
Geary's Twp. ticket. Norm Geary is not only 
a County Board member, but he has served 
as Avon -Twp. Supervisor for the past 23 
years. Kiesgan .is seeking a County Board 
slot because incumbent Donna-Mae Litwiler 
of Ingleside is running for the Republican 
nomination for Lake County Clerk." 

Two perennial losers are campaigning as a 
ticket They are former County Board mem- 
ber Joe Tobolik and Ray Edwards, Sr. 
Lakeland Publisher Bill Schroeder has 
characterized Tobolik and Edwards as "the 
Laurel and Hardy" of Lake County politics. 
They have proudly accepted this mantle of 
leadership, and have promised "as County 
Board members, we will stand on our heads 
to get the job done..." Ray (Hardy) Edwards 
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and Joe ( Laurel) Tobolik aren't perceived as 
serious candidates in the primary election. 

Geary has denounced "bossism." He 
claims that Anderson and Kiesgan "are 
pawns of Sheriff Mickey Babcox." Geary 
asserts that neither Anderson nor Kiesgan 
have the experience and qualifications to 
serve on the county board. He asks: "What 
will they do when Babcox asks for 25 more 
deputies?" The Veteran incumbent reminds 
voters that county government has "more 
than a $100 million budget" 

In addition, Geary accuses Lake County 
Republican Chairman Bob Neal of en- 
couraging the youthful Anderson to field a 
candidacy against his reelection efforts. 
Geary maintains: "I give the Republicans an 
alternative to Bob Neal. He has had 
problems with the IRS, been charged with 
drunk driving, and wrote a letter on party 
stationery pleading for leniency for a con- 
victed drug smuggler from Antioch." (Neal 
was acquited of the drunk driving charge. ) 

Geary also charges Neal with abuses in the 
distribution of state patronage. He contends 
that Antioch Twp. Republican Chairman 
Chuck Kempf "is an absolute party hack of 
Bob Neal." Geary claims that Kempf and 
members of his family were appointed to 
state jobs under Neal's patronage system. 

Geary also maintains that the other three 
Dist 4 County Board members are political

Litwiler Denies Tie 
To Sheriff Babcox

Dist 4 County Board Rep. Donna-Mae Lit- 
wiler of Ingleside discussed her county 
clerk's candidacy in an exclusive interview 
with Lakeland Newspapers. Wauconda 
Village Clerk Venita L. McConnel and Lit- 
wiler are competing for the GOP nomination 
for Lake County Clerk in the March 18 
primary. 

1. MCCONNEL-L1TWILER DEBATE: 

McConnel and Litwiler engaged in a recent 
debate at the Waukegan City Club. Litwiler 
characterized the debate in this fashion: "It 
was just like the song from "Annie Get Your 
Gun. 'Anything you can do, I can do better.* " 
2. THE MCCONNEL CAMPAIGN: 

Litwiler observed: "I have some real 
problems with her (McConnel) when she 
says 'if elected I am beholden to no one.' I 
would be obligated to the voter that cast a 
ballot for me. "McConnel's statement is an 
indirect reference to the allegation that 
Sheriff Robert H. "Mickey" Babcox is spon- 
soring Litwiler's candidacy in order to cap- 
ture the county's election machinery. 

3. COUNTY CLERK'S OFFICE: 

If elected, Litwiler claimed that she hasn't 
considered any personnel changes in the 
county clerk's office: "No one has ever 
asked me for a job." 

4. FUTURE DEBATES: If nominated, Lit- 



wiler admitted that it would be necessary for 
her to debate Democratic incumbent' Linda 
Hess in order to maintain her political 
credibility . 

5. PRESERVATION OF THE TWO- 
PARTY SYSTEM: 

If Democratic County Clerk Linda Hess 
were defeated for reelection in the Nov. elec- 
tion, the Republicans would monopolize the 
eight countywide offices. Litwiler stated that 
Hess' defeat would not endanger the two- 
party system in Lake County. She main- 
tained: "The two-party system belongs at 
the County Board level where they set budget 
and policy. If they want checks and balances, 
that is where it belongs." 

6. REPUBLICAN UNITY: If she loses the 
Republican primary, Litwiler pledged that 
she would support Venita L. McConnel's 
election over Democrat Linda Hess. Litwiler 
commented: "I'm a Republican. I'm a party 
person. I'm a lifelong Lake County 
Republican." 

7. POLITICAL RELATIONSHIP WITH 
SHERIFF BABCOX: Litwiler denied that 
she was a party hack of Sheriff Babcox's 
political organization.

Understanding Pet's Instincts Can Help In Training

Understanding your pet's 
motivations and instincts 
can help you to train your 
cat. Invest time in his early 
training so your pet can 
learn the rules of the house. 
It is more difficult to stop 
bad habits than to teach good 
ones in the first place. Cats 
don't misbehave just to spite 
their owners. He may not 
even know he's doing wrong. 
He needs you to teach him. 
Keep in mind that cats' 
personalities vary widely 
and no one method will work 
for them all. 

The litter box training is 
first. The mother cat teaches 
this to her kittens when they 
are about four weeks old. 
Kittens have a natural at- 
traction to scratching 
around. 

y Have a box ready for the 
kitten when you bring him 
home. Make sure that he can 
easily climb in and out of his 
litter box. Place the litter 
box in a quiet spot away 
from household traffic. 
Don't let the newcomer 



wander too far away from 
his box. Large, new places 
can make it confusing for 
him to find his box again. 
Don't move his litter box as 
that will confuse him. 

Keep the litter box clean at 
all times. Cats won't use a 
dirty one. 

Don't let other animals or 
children frighten your cat 
while he's using his box. 

Don't give him medicine, 
scold him or give him any 
unpleasant experience with 
his litter box. He won't go 
backtouscitifyoudo. 

Get your kitten or cat used 
to using the box. Put him in it 
after naps, meals and play 
times. Should he appear to 
be smelling or scratching, 
place him in his box. En- 
courage him to scratch his 
litter. Praise him and give a 
treat when he does right. 

Some cats don't like a 
particular brands of litter. 
He may dislike the smell or 
feel of certain brands. Some 
cats like sawdust or 
shredded papers. 

It may be that your cat 
feels his litter box is in need 



of a more private spot. These 
are all things to keep in mind 
should your cat break litter 
training. Illness can be 
another cause. He may have 
a lower urinary tract 
ailment. Take him to your 
veterinarian immediately as 
this disorder can be fatal if 
not treated. 

Sometimes a cat will spray 

since urination is his 

territorial marker. Males 

are most inclined to do this, 

and having them neutered 



cat, give him a scratching 
post. Make sure that it is 
sturdy so it doesn't - fall and 
frighten the cat. It can be 
made out of soft pine and 
covered with a heavy fabric 
you pet likes. Make sure it is 
tall enough for him to stretch 
to his full length. 

Show your kitten the post 
and teach him to play with it. 
This should be the first day 
he moves in. Praise him for 
using his post. Cats have a 
tendacy to scratch the same 
place. They go back to their 



plastic and should use his 
post. Once he is using his 
post, move it a couple of 
inches a day closer to where 
it will be. 

There is really a lot to 
cover in training your cat. 
These are just two of the 



basic needs. You can do a 
fine job of tra ining him. 

Take note: Use caution 
choosing houscplants for 
your cat's surroundings. 
Cats chew on foliage and 
some common plants arc 
poisonous to cats.

ELECTION JUDGES ov< 
in polling places. They assure that the elec- 
tion process is fair and lawful. 

Election judges must: 

• Be citizens of the United States. 

• Be of good repute and character. 

• Speak, read and write the English lan- 
guage. 

•Be of good understanding, and capable 
- to perform duties. 

•Not be a candidate for any office in the 
election and not be a party committeeman. 

•Reside in and be entitled to vote in the 
precinct where serving as judge. In each 
precinct one judge of each party may be 
appointed from outside the precinct but 
from within the county. All judges must be 
voters in the county. 

In national, state, county, township and 
municipal elections, election judges are se- 
lected by the county board or, if appropriate, 
the board of election commissioners, from 
lists furnished by the chairmen of the coun- 
ty central committees of the two leading 
political parties. Each polling place has three 
judges from one party and two from another. 

IN PRECINCTS under Hi* jurisdiction of 

the county, the party that cost the greatest 
number of votes for governor in the pre- 
ceding election in that precinct Is represent- 
ed by three judges; the party that cast the 
second-highest number is represented by 
two judges. 

In precincts - under the jurisdiction of 
boards of election commissioners, majority 



representation alternates between the two 
leading political parties.

Family Road To New Life 



Sroy Lim and his family had only one 
day notice to pack up their belongings 
before they left a crowded refugee camp in 
Thailand and headed for the United States. 
Their possessions filled a small carton the 
sizeofashoebox. 

"They could only take so much and left 
possessions such as clothing for other 
refugees in the camp," said Lake Villa 
resident Lea Carlsen, a sponsor for 
another Cambodian refugee family who 
has just arrived in the U.S. 

When the Lim s arrived in Lake County 
last year,- members of Messiah Lutheran 
Church in Wauconda were not only at the 
airport to greet them, but were prepared 
to provide food, clothing, medical supplies 
and housing. 

One of the most startling changes the 
Lim family had to adapt to, said co- 
sponsor Sherry Franzen, was the dif- 
ference in climate. "In their own country, 
the climate was tropical. They had never 
seen snow before and didn't have any 
warm cltolhing," said Franzen, a Messiah 
Lutheran parishioner. 

An outgoing individual, Sroy now laughs 
about the weather and jokes about the 
weather being "chilly" when it is 30 
degrees. Aside from other major 
adjustments such as food, Sroy and 
Savorig Lim and their four children are 
living comkfortably in Fox Lake home. 
Sroy has a full-time job and spends time 
after work learning English along with his 
family. In addition to the food and aid 
offered by the Messiah Lutheran parish, 
the Lims. have established many friend- 
ships with the church sponsors. 

"Although it's still a big struggle for 
them, it's so much better than what they 
had before," Franzen said.

Like many other Cambodians, Sroy was 
forced to give up his rice farm in his home 
town of Kom Pone Chhnang and work in a 
labor camp following the 1975 takeover by 
the Cambodian communists, the Khmer 
Rouge. 

The takeover not only uprooted hun- 
dreds of thousands from their homes, but 
left some three millon dead or near 
starvation. After a second invasion by the 
Vietnamese communists in 1979, many 
Cambodians were able to escape, seeking 
refuge in Thailand. 

Sroy and his family left behind other 
friends and family members and walked 
some 150 miles on foot for three months 
before they arrived at the crowded Kao-I- 
Dang camp in Thailand. 
.- "When you leave Cambodia, there's no 
going back," Carlsen said. "It's a dead 
end existence." 

Today, Sroy's family is on the road to a 
new life. His four children attend Grant 
High School and Shady Lane, where they 
are learning English.

Parade, Fashion Sparked 
Easter Fetes Of 1 920s 



Dressing in your "Easter Best" meant 
more than just going to church at one time. 

According to copies on file of the Antioch 
News, Easter Sunday was truly a civic 
event. 

Besides a parade, wealthy and the com- 
mon folk alike came out to see and be seen 
in the 1920s and early 1930s. 

"Short, very short skirts ruled the day 
with marine blue frocks one-half way hid- 
den. But dame fashion did not smile 
much," the "Of Interest To Women" 
column of April 4, 1929, said. 

That column was perhaps more 
historically important than others. Just a 
few months later, the Stock Market hit the 
skids, signaling the end of the "Roaring 
^O's" and the start of the Great 
Depression. 



The "Of Interest To Women" edition did 
not play favorites. 

"It was a great day for the female and 
male of the species. Silk toppers of height 
and vintage, others that had been under 
the oven too often bobbed up and down the 
place as wearers carried their walking 
sticks, ' ' the columnist wrote. 

Men's fashions included . coats and 
striped trousers as "regulation". "But all 
the attention of society photographers are 
the "regulation" striped trousers," the 
column reported. 

After church services, ail of Antioch 
would gather in a park. 

"Great throngs were in the street. At St. 
Thomas' Church, where the very wealthy 
worshiped, crowds gathered for a peak at

Area Churches Observe 
Easter In Different Ways

As the March 30 Easter Holiday draws 
near, various churches in the area are now 
planning their activities for the Easter 
celebration. As can be expected, there are 
as many ways to celebrate Easter as there 
are churches. Some churches have 
elaborate ceremonies while others hardly 
deviate from their regular services on the 
day that -celebrates the ressurection of 
Christ. 

The St. Ignatius of Antioch Episcopal 
Church has one of the more elaborate 
celebrations in their "Great Easter Vigil" 
which will be presided over by the Rev. 
Vincent Eckholm, the Rector of the chur- 
ch. 

The vigil begins with the church in total 
darkness, symbolizing a world without 
redemption. A candle is then lit sym- 
bolizing the light 'of Christ. A procession 



then makes its way to the front of the chur- 
ch while hundreds of candles held in the 
hands of congregation members are lit. 
Then the Exultet, the Easter 
proclamation, is chanted. This prayer, 
which Father Eckholm describes as one of 
the most beautiful of the church, recalls 
the salvation brought through the death 
and resurrection of Christ. 

Father Eckholm then reads lessons from 
the Scriptures that relate to Easter and the 
reason behind Christ's resurrection. 

After the reading there is the solemn 
renewal of Baptismal vows. Father 
Eckholm said that this is the most serious 
part of the ceremony because the 
congregation reaffirms their faith in 
Christ crucified and proclaim His 
resurrection in their lives. 

The first Eucharist of Easter is then

Steeped in tradition, the Irish are often 
said to be SO jjears behind the rest of the 
world. Much of this claim can be attrib- 
uted to its simple lifestyle, which, in many, 
cases, includes farming. And, although 
Ireland has started to sec some improve- 
ment in its economic situation with the in- 
flux of new industry, the people still, 
remain very much a part of the old world. 

And yet, these arc the things we love 
about the Irish people: A simplicity of life 
that carries over to everything they do, a 
suspicion of things that have no past, deep 
and abiding loyalties, a quick tongue and a 
kind heart. 

The food of Ireland is as traditional as 
its people. Recipes for Boiled Ham and 
Cabbage (never corned beef!) and Irish 



Stew have been passed down from genera- 
tion to generation. 

St. Patrick's Day is just not St. Patrick's 
Day without some traditional Irish fare, 
and the following recipes might be just the 
thing to inspire in you that unflagging Irish 
spirit. 

The recipes for Baked Salmon and Irish 
Stew were culied from Traditional Irish 
Recipes (Appletrce Press Ltd.) by John 
Murphy." 

BAKED SALMON 

Parsley 
V* lb. butter 
1 whole salmon 
'A pt. cream 

Salt & pepper 
Clean the salmon & rub with butter. ' 
Place in a dish, pour the cream & chopped 
parsley over it, then season lightly. Cover 
& bake in a moderate oven (allow ten min- 
utes per lb.) baste a few times. 

* IRISH STEW 
1 pt. water, 

1 lb. onions - 

2 lb. potatoes 

2 lb. breast of mutton 
or. gigot chops 
Salt & pepper 

Trim the meat &. place in the bottom of a 
stewing pan, add some sliced potatoes and 
onion, season with salt and pepper, and 
add the water. Bring to the boil & simmer 
for about an hour. Add the remaining 
sliced potatoes & onions, cover & simmer 
for a further hour. When cooked, serve on 
a hot dish with the potatoes & onion sur- 
rounding the meat.

Wash the berries thoroughly and put 
them in a saucepan, with the sugar but no 
water.

Put any re- 
maining bread fingers over the top and 
press a weighted saucer or plate on the top 
as a lid.

and then reduce heat. Simmer for I Vi to 2 
hours until tender. 

Cut cabbage into 6 pieces. Twenty min- 
utes before ham is cooked place cabbage 
wedges on top of- ham. Cover with lid. 
Cook until cabbage is just tender (about 20 
minutes). 

Remove cabbage, drain and keep 
warm. Let ham cool in the stock for 20 
minutes before, serving. 

To serve: Place sliced ham on a warm 
platter. Surround with cabbage wedges 
and boiled potatoes.

Seniors Pave Way To Sweet 16 




by STEVE PETERSON 

Practice for Carmel's 
basketball team had just en- 
ded. 

Some of the Corsairs were 
casually shooting free 
throws as spring sports 
athletes waited to use the 
Carmel gym. 

Rod Whittier, though, was 
not doing anything casually. 
Although practice was over, 
Whittier was playing in a in- 
tense two-on-two pick-up 
game before Carmel's sec- 
tional championship game 
against Waukegan East the 
next night. 

It's just that kind of in- 
tense determination and 
belief in yourself that has 
allowed Carmel to advance 



to the Sweet Sixteen for the 
second straight year. The 
Corsairs trailed by 10 points 
in the third quarter and 
rallied to edge Waukegan 
East 61-57 at East's gym to 
claim the sectional trophy. 

"No question that had it 
not been for the senior 
leadership we never would 
have been able to overcome 
some of the adversity in 
losing the close games early ' 
in the season," Carmel 
coach Frank Belmont said. 

Whittier was the only star- 
ter returning from last 
year's Sweet Sixteen team. 
Fellow seniors in the star- 
ting lineup are Rodney Lam- 
bright, George France and 
Scott Peterson. 



"Leadership is not being 
anything like a rah-rah 
holler guy, being named cap- 
tain. It's the ability to work 
hard day in and day out and 
push others to be better," 
Belmont said. 

After conquering East, 
Belmont wanted to make 
sure the credit does not just 
go to the big four who start 
every game. Sixth man Mike 
Curley, Bob Offner, Tim 
Stefaniak and Mike Burns 
deserve credit as well. 

Belmont said the four star- 
ting seniors offer the Cor- 
sairs maturity and a balan- 
ced attack - keys to success. 

"We have five people on 
the team who are averaging 
between seven and 15 points 




a game. Each one has led the 
team in scoring over the last 
month," Belmont said. 

The Corsairs advanced to 
the Sweet Sixteen without a 
force inside. Junior postman 
Rob Graham is 6-6. 

That means a different 
look than last year's Corsair 
lineup, which featured 
Bryan Muellner leading five 
offensive categories. 

Whittier knew going into 
this "season that it would be 
different than last year. 

"There's no comparison 
between the two teams. This 
year we're a lot quicker but 
we're small and that puts a 
lot of pressure on our defen- 
se," Whittier said. 

"Last year I was more of a 
role player - assists and 
defense {he led the team in 
assists). This year I feel I've 
accomplsihed more because 
I've been more of a scorer," 
Whittier said, 

Whittier came into the sec- 
tional championship as Car- 
mel's leading scorer at 15.6 
points a game. He led the 
team in free-throw per- 
centage at 74 percent, total 
points with 436; assists with 
136. 

"Rod is an outstanding all- 
around ballplayer. In my 
estimation, he is one of the 
most underrated players in 
the Chicago area," Belmont 
said of Whittier,' who was. 



selected to the all-East 
Suburban Catholic Con- 
ference. 

Belmont said Whittier ad- 
ds quickness, a good jump 
shot and defensive pressure. 

Lambright gives the Cor- 
sairs' defense a potent 
threat. 

In the sectional opener 
against Loyola Academy, 
Lambright's steal and layup 
in the fourth quarter tied the 
contest at 44-aIl after the 
Corsairs had been down by 
five points. Carmel went on 
to win 50-46. 

"Rodney is our most ex- 
plosive player * defensively. 
He gives us the big play," 
Belmont said of Lambright. 

Against Waukegan East in 
Carmel's sectional title win, 
Lambright came through 
with two clutch baseline 
jumpers in the third quarter 
when the Corsairs had to 
rally from 10 points down. 

Lambright said while the 
going was difficult for Car- 
mel at times this season, the 
team maintained a positive 
attitude and that is paying 
off. 

"It was hard to stay up. 
Mentally you have to have a 
positive attitude and that is 
why we're playing better 
now," Lambright said. 

Last year, France sat on 
the bench watching as his 
bigger, older temmates ad- 
vanced to the final 16. 



"I learned I would have to 
wait my turn and not let 
.anything get to me," France 
said of bis junior year. 

" Brian (Muelner) kept my 
spirits up. He was one of my 
closest friends," France 
said. 

Heading into the super- 
sectional contest, France 
turned in two dutch fourth 
quarters that, in a large 
part, allowed Carmel to ad- 
vance. 

Against Loyola Academy, 
France sank, four free 
throws in the final 3:08 - the 
last with 11 seconds left in 
Carmel's comeback win. 

"I think the second two 
were harder because if I bad 
missed them, the game 
would have gone into over- 
time,"- said France after 
scoring nine points. 

France scored.16 points in 
the comeback win oyer 
Waukegan East, 10 coming 
in the fourth quarter. 

Belmont said - his 
philosophy is giving the edge 
to seniors because they have 
earned the playing time. 

"I can't see telling a senior 
to sit down ort the bench 
because I'm playing a 
sophomore. With our 
schedule, we have to go with 
the seniors," Belmont said. 

The seniors have not let 
Belmont or the Carmel fans 
down.
